A measure has beon snbrnittod to 
the Federnl Coiuioil of tlio Gerinmi 
Empire which may cast into tho shado 
Ultramontane uoiitrovorsies and dip- 
loiufvtii: scaiidald. A short bill pre- 
sented by Princ« Bismarck provideg 
for the orgaaLzation of the Landstnun. 
Tliei Slmporor may summon it of hia 
own aatbotity in case of necessity, of 
which uocossity he is, of course, the 
Judge. It is placed under tho Mili- 
tary Oode, and iBtdindual- 'inembora of 
it may be drafted into tho Landwehr 
if fchei^ aef vices are required. By this 
law of a few sontoncos tho position of 
every Gtermau subjeci; from boyhood 
to pant middle ago is etfectod. If oven 
it bo not put iu opera,tioii, tho fact 
fchatthe Government has asked for 
Olid obtained the powers implied in it 
Vill ba regarded as portentius, both 
ait homo and abroad, will enter into 
each man's plans of life and into all 
the calculations of enterprise. But 
there is little reason to suppose that 
the resolute Inen at the head of the 
German State have demanded the law 
out of superfluous precaution, or mere- 
ly to glorify the Imperial authority in 
the ayes of tho world. The law on 
tho Land.struiii is intended for use; its 
brevity and its vague comprehensive- 
ness make it the more eifeotive, and 
when it has passed; the chiefs of ■ the 
Empire will be free to construct as 
formidable a military system as man 
can desire. For the Landstrum Bimp- 
ly means tho whole able-bodied male 
population ; and to organize the Land- 
strum is to take this population and 
adapt it to war to tho extent of its capa- 
city. In GGriii'iny, tho thcntre of so 
manj warn, Ibo victim of so many in- 
vasions, the duty of each man to take 
part ill defeading- his country ba% 
been more than a patriotic maxim. 
When the army of tho State has beon 
defeated iu the liold, when the Court 
of the soveroi^;!! and tho homos of his 
Bubjccts are threatened, every man 
capable of bearing arms is bound to 
answer the call of authority and, join- 
ing the levy of hia district, ' make a 
Btand against tho"|enemy. According 
to tradition be must come with what 
weapons ho can command, and serve, 
if ho can alTord it nt his own e.Kponso. 
But in recent time the theory has been 
that the Landstrum it is a real though 
un'embodied part of tne military forre. 
In a country \Y!iGrii every man receives 
a military training, and where the 
mind of the stiit a^nan is ahvay.s dw'.'ll- 
ing on tho cuiitiugancy uf war, the 
idea mu.st naLurally occur of uliliziug 
fixCiini'nuris J nuin'oer' of hale and ac- 
tive middlougcd .soldierij- who are to bo 
found iu every part of the land. When 
the pitizeuhas pussetl through tho line, 
the reserve nud thi' Laiidwolu-, ho nuiy 
bo pant his military [uinie, tho marc.li 
f/rpm Worth to Sedan or tho campaign 
bli the Loire may bo beyond him, bi:\t 
be still has a stout body, n good eye, 
and a fair rftmaanl of his youthful 
spirit, and may Hcrs'c tho Statq in tho 
last resort. In PnisHia tlie King, by 
liis prerogative, might (!.all for this na- 
tiouul levy, and it was hold to include 
yotifcli from seventeen to twenty who 
fa'd'?i(Jt -yet served in tho ai-my, but 
were capable of bearing nriuK, and 
jneu hoyond tho ago of tho Ijaadvveiir 
dnd u}) to t!io ugn t;f Bisty. But this 
national lo vy docH nut .soimh to li;ivo 
boon actually brought into conllicL 
with tho enemy. Iu the war against 
Napileou moil beyond the military 
ago were embodied by tho authority 
of tho Bovoroigu, and may bo regard- 
ed M a draught from lUo Landsti'uiu ; 
but tho organization of the older men 
in the country as a permanently availa- 
ble pt^t-of the military force hixa never 
beoii tioedeii by the Strtte. 

Tho time has come when, iu the o])- 
inion of the German military chiof;!, 
tho defensive power of the country 
lUUfit racoivo tliis further diivelopment. 
Population has increa.'ied, tho niulual- 
ly jealous and often hostile Gornjan 
^tiites have been united undor the lead- 
ership of one strong- power, railway;! 
will concentrato tin- (irinics of ih(; 
Empire in a fow days on any lupnaeed 
point, wcaitJi beyond tho dreams of tho 
Btatefimen of 1818 fiu-nisbos at onco 
hose ap^^liances of acanipaij^ni the lack 
jf Vhichin former times so often frus- 
tr/jtoc] or delayed tho jdauH of gonci alM, 
jjflionco malvos tho individiuil soldier 
more fqrniidablo, and yet the urmieB 
Q^HHiiity 'oAtt liring into the flold 



are sufficient to give Bismark and 
Mollke a sense of security. Tho 
greater powers which wealth science 
have produced demand a military force 
of proportibris' even more advanced. 
"War will always he undo with every 
faculty and resource a nation poisosHOH, 
and th|e power which has boeii J|mo8t 
devrilqpied in tha prcKcnt^ generation 
is that of arming, feeding and ti-ans- 
porting imiuenso masses of men. The 
enterprise of these days, the extension 
of commerce and manufactures, and 
tho facility of intercourse place im- 
mense accumulations of capital in tho 
hands of the community. Modern 
financial methods permit governments 
to concentrate this capital roailily by 
means of loans, which are freely taken, 
not oidy at ii(une, hut in foreign coun- 
tries, the whole world tlius tn'.dngparl 
in equipping the bolligeret for the cani- 
paigu. Wars.jnoreover^ are expected 
to be short, and both rulers and pooph^ 
are ready to stake all on one trem-'ud- 
ous campaign. The means of trans- 
port in a rich country are practically 
illimitable, and so are the supplies of 
food, whicli can be ilis])atched to an 
army operating on tho froiitinr, or 
little beyond it. Tho consenueuco is 
that nations can now direct against an 
onemy much larger armies iu propor- 
tion to their i^opulation than was pos- 
■ilile in former days. In the old times 
armies were hard to move, hard to 
feed, hard to pay In our day it is 
not too ipucb to say that a rich and 
determined nation may bring into the 
field for a single decisive campaign a 
fourth or more of its adult male popu- 
lation. 

The State that prepares for war must 
take this into account, and tho ( ror- 
mans see it clearly. Tliey aro aware 
how their victory of 1S70 was won, and 
they perceive that France has taken 
the lesson to heart. When the Em- 
peror Napoleon rashly plunged into 
war France had an army after the ti'a- 
ditional European sjstem. She could 
bring three hundred thousand men in- 
to the field, all disciplined soldiers, 
and tHfcse, if well comaiaiidod, mi;|lit 
do wonders; but with tluun her power 
ended. The great Napoleon won 
his eariler and more brflflant victories 
with an armj' of this type, and of 
about tho saino proportion to tho in- 
habitants of France. That which was 
moved tow^r^! tha- Rhino might see n 
invincible to a Palikao, 
and, indeed, there was probably not a 
general in Franco who imagined any 
greater reverse than that tlio Frcni.'h 
army miglit be stojjped 'oy Iho fortre, - 
ses of the iihine, or tight some such 
doubtful battles on German ground as 
would necessitate large r^irifbrcemontfl 
and a second campaign. Tho ev iit 
wo know, and it is the greatest Iosmu 
iu recent inilit.ary hislijry. 'J'ho (ier- 
mans came bv hundreds of thousands. 
Tho French were driven iu and crush- 
ed at the most imj^orSntgpoints, and 
the regular army of Prance, its only 
hope, was literally annihilated. Tho 
work was done; but if it had been 
twice as arduous, there was atrength 
in Germany to do it. For the organi- 
zation, not ouh' of tho Prussian army, 
but of the whole Prussian State, for 
war was a power to which France 4had 
noth.ing oiiual or oven similar^ " Tf we 
reckon those who were iu the field and 
those who wore ready to follow th(Hu, 
those who were engaged in tranw[)ort, 
including every railway oflicial and 
servant in the countryi-thdae .who were 
employed in provisioning tho army 
and providing clothing and stores, it 
will bo found that tho luunber directly 
or indirectly engagoil in the war on 
the side of Germany during the first 
and ilocisivo part of th^ camjjaign was 
probably not less that three times that 
which maintained the contest on tho 
part of France. The German states- 
men peix'eive that this advantage will 
not be obtained bo easily a second 
time. Fi'anco will notentor on another 
war with the organization of tho Em- 
pire any more than with tho discipline 
of Algeria. Tln'ough all the strifes of 
[)artieu and the intrigue's of protending 
dynasties tho reforin of tho French 
military system has proceeded without 
intermission. We are not concerned 
with the details of the now organiza- 
tion, or with its merits; lhou;^h it may 
1)0 taken for gr.'Uited that M;n'sh;d 
Mac.Mahonaud his colleagues liavc 
lUreoled their alteiiLiou to tlios(.' defects 
whicli hastened tlie cat.astrophe and 
made tho ruin m(U'0 cf^inpleto. But 
one thing is heyond- a doubt; Whe- 
ther tho new french army 1)0 hotter 
than the old one or not, it will be im- 
nionscly larger, understanding by 
"army" the whole national for(^e which 
can bo brought under arms for the 
nur[)ose of a campaign. In fact, if 
the pi.'.ns of tho French ('i)vevnmoid 
bo carried out and the ruiaMer-.-^ of the 
ouutry will ijoar the r;! i ai;i , no h)n/.; 
tinu3 will claj-se bofoi ,.; I''iance has a 
iiatioiial foi-i'o cniiiparable with that 
whi(!h Germany, poasos.sed in 1870. 
Indeed, in the present to ni per of the 
(jeoplo it would bo iiosaiblo to. - enrqU 
all the moh iu the couiilry, y-ouqg ar^d, 
iiiiiidle-aRcd, fiU' iiouKi Hoi't of sOrvice.' 
If (rermajiy is to keep the superiority 
it [lossessed in tho late wai', a (iorros-

ods and purposes being left to the Im- 
perial GovernniPiit. A law by which 
tho Landsturm can V)o brought into 
service at tho first nojio of danger, and 
reliovo all thoyoui gey lavi s from f 11 
home duties, besides fiiniishiug con- 
tiiiijents from its own more elVcctive 
elements, may be a necessary mea- 
sure. But it ia an ominous sign that, 
as our correspondent observes, "this 
ia the fir.st time iu the'prosont century 
that preparations have been made for 
organizing tlio Tjaiulsturm in Jimo of 
peace."

%yon our local contomporory chuckled 
over the prospect of the de<nmation of 
Maokfluzie's bloated battahoD.s. But 
the second verdict, so far at least, has 
corLainly not jublilied thoae expoc-ta 
tions. On the contrary, wherever i 
snpportor of tho Government has boon 
uuBCftted ho liua boon re-elected by 
greatly incrouriod umjoritios; and in 
aomeiiistaucoa tho unaoated Opposi- 
tioilibtJhaa>l}<SL0QJ:ojocted and a lie- 
former elected in his stead, thus giv- 
ing a clear gain to the Crovornmonl. 
So much has this boon tho case that a 
prominent Opposition journal lament: 
over the hypocrisy of thoEeforiners in 
professing a horror foi- bribery and at 
the same time uniformly re-electing 
by increased majorities the very men 
who have been unseated for corrupt 
practices. But that journal seems to 
forget that in no single instance had 
bribery been traced to these candi 
dates; so th»t they emerged froju tlio 
judicial crucible at least as puro 
their adversftrioH. Wo say "at least," 
because thero and been no encjuiry in- 
to the moans employed by tho Tories 
Tho result of those election trials, as 
far as thoy.havo gone.certaiQly justified 
the very mbdorate article in the 'Globe,' 
from which we make an extract or two, 
and quite, warrant the conclusion tliat 
the sovore purging will strengthen, in- 
stead of weaken the Ciovernment par- 
ty in Parliament — that tho Ecform 
party will come out lil^e gold piiiified 
by the fit'e':— 

"Honest men of^oither party, con- 
cerned for tiio intorcsts of public mor- 
ality ,will join in hoping that the exceed- 
ing unprofitablonesHof bribery to those 
who practice it will~-if nothing else 
prevails — put an end to|so discredit' 
able and demoralizing an evil. 

"Tho roHults of tho new elections na 
far as they have gone are certainly 
such as to Bho>T,ovon in a plainer light 
than before, the folly of engaging in 
the game of baying votes. The largely 
increased majuritiea in Essex and Ad- 
dington have been gained under tho 
operation of the ballot, and, thero can, 
bo no doubt, with the abHonce of any- 
thing Hpprofiehing to rorrupt iiiduce- 
mcutd oil the) part of tho cnnJidatos. 
Tho elections, therefore, must bo re- 
garded as a free and deliberate ex- 
pression of the popular will in favour 
of the members elect, as well as tho 
Government IhoHo memJ)orH Bn]Ji)ort. 
* * * * tiiore is, however, one 
subject of congratulation in the now 
cloctious quite independent of the per- 
Honal or vicaiious responsibilities of 
the candidates for proceedings they all 
have HO much reason to rogrot. 
That is, tho evidence al'tordod by 
thorn of the strength and popularity 
of the Dominion Government. Wo all
